It was not out intention to lutve niadcuiy 
comments upon ilia new Rill for t day or 
two, in order that Ihe bcariuga ot (he dif- 
feren t dmtet niglit be fully considered I 
but at there, are two pointa on which there 
appear to be mistaken idea* in th* minds 
or some pertoiiB, we with to set them 
right. 

In the first placr, there is nothing ii 
the Bill affecting ihe Municipal Corpora- 
tion Acts recently passed, nor win the 
new Council hate any power not potteiard 
by the old one j the words used with re- 
■pect to the old Council being the time 
a* those iu the new Bill ; the Council ia to 
mike Ian "for Ihe peace, welfare, and 
good government" of the colony, Tlst 
elaborate arguments therefore which wen 
used in tbt Latgisbstir* Council last rear 
gi lo (he increased powen of the new 
Council fall to the ground. In the country 
districts, (he Governor, without refer- 
ring to (ho Council tt all, has power to 
incorporate the inhabitants, and authorite 
the raising of rates fur local purposes.

TrJU stinjwt hat been utry recently 
rrrought into notice, in An-trahuin, by the 
discovery nf several rtample* eft highly 
mieretting character, and aa it ia one of 
tome importance to (he pbyatcal hiur/ry of 
this part of Us* world, it merit* conaldera- 
tion from thna* who are desirous of 
developing the feature* of thai history, 
and of extending till bounds of know- 
ledge. 

tinder these ciKHrntlanees, it it in- 
lendcd iu (hit and a subsequent number, 
to offer a few cctscite remark* upon those 
recent discoveriea, and th* general im- 
portauct of the quettion connccwd wilb 
them. 

The researches nf Sir T, L. MlTCBBLL, 
long ago, made known, (hat the limestone 
of Wellington Valley, Bone, am! Molong, 
contains ratsrus, in which an deposited, 
together with mud and ntalagmitt,* the 
bone* of several aniaaala, west of tin** of 
tbt same easier*, but smt of th* suit 
special, ta those which now exi at In Aug.

That these 
fossils sn not referable to any known 
eilrs-AluHrtlian genu* or in* in run Is, nor 
to my known exuting ipcriet, but tint 
the greater number are extinct, or undii- 
covered. That, moreover, the extinct 
Ktngaroo, Sloth, and Wombat, in larger 
thin the largest knuwu living species, 
that the saltatory inimali were young, and 
tbe rest adulla. 

There it no mntlkn of the Elephant 
bare, hut supposing the bonce of the 
Elephant ahould be found, the question 
whether tin? Elephant ever inhabited that, 
part uf Austral i*, would not he proved by 
auoh a diacovrry, because it it not yet Jr- 
termined whether the fossil bones or the 
dulerent ossiferous caverns were deposited 
by loed land floods, or whether they were 
washed into submarine caverns by oceanic 
currenta. Professor Burnt land, in his 
very interesting work on Diluvial Henaina, 
proved, that in Ike case of the carerus in 
Yorkshire, the bones therein discovered, 
had been jmireir by hyctint, whose teeth 
wen u] to found, together with the bniea 
*f the Bear, Tiger, Wolf, Fun, We*«l. 
RhisMceroa, Hippottmui, Horse, Ox, 
Deer, Hare, Rabbit, Water-rat, Mouse, 
Raven, Pigeon, Lark, Duck, ind a sort of 
Thrush. 

Tin- conclnaion arrived at, from sites* 
discoveries, was, (hat it least one of tie 
otrevni hid long been tbe tkn of living 
hyraat, who there devoured their prey : 
tnd thiiwat ttrengthened by lh* fact, 
that the frrcee of these animala were found, 
and these fteeet. when examined chemi. 
eally and coiuparalivcly with (bote of livit g 
byetuta iu Wombwdl** Mcnagrrw, (fed 
on bones for the purpose) were discovered 
to be identical. 

On the other hand, in tW osseous breccia 
of the nnghbourliood of Nice, on the Me- 
diterranean, marine remains and a coral 
(raryopliyllia) oceur with the bonea at Vil- 
lafnnca. At Cagliari, iu Sardinia, a tpe< 
eie* of Nyttiae liat been found, and near 
Syracuse, urknu shells are imbedded 
tbe tut tout saixture. 

In the cast of Nic* and San Ciro. near

Then can be no question, (hat niarlv 
the whole of Anatralii, to far ta has yet 
laren explored, has, in riimpernltvclv recent 
gcologicd limes, been under the ocean

mevout to admit of doubt in Ihe minds «f 
(hose who an conversant with the princi- 
ples by which the evidence ravat be tetted 
Whether, therefore, tbe Wellington and 
Boree tavern* an an exception to t 
both of the latter tuppositinni, or whether 
they wen inhabited by bruit of prey, re- 
msios yet lo be proved ; for, in thepreaent 
day, a similar osseous breccia ia in progrcaa 
of fottnitinn in Greece, by the washing 
down, during violent flooda of rain, of lh, 
booed, of shefp oien into the fissures 
of the Umttttme rocks, through which the 
tnrrentt ttnw ; *nd * red loun or clay ia 
also there dr ported fiom ihe decoinpat 
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In the midst of the uncertainty that pre- 
vails at to tlit true aolulinn of the imme- 
diate mar of these osseous deposit* ia 
ancient limes ; and nmtblr, from the few 
example* yet discovered, to aaccrtaiu whe- 
wts or via not contcinpuraurons 
with the animals (hat have left their relic* 
thai entombed ; it may be the safest course 
for" tbf'gtologitt to pursue, to collect, aud 
register facta a* they arise, instead of pre- 
suming to ,-feciua a difficult and ooDifdicated 
quafttion, as yet mbjudite, npon intulBcient 
testimony.

at the back of Moreton Bar. It la not 
exactly clear 'that these new specimens 
terivtd from cavern* similar to 
in which the bone* at Wel- 
lington were found.

from each other at Wellnurton and More- 
ton Bay — a distance ot nearly three bun. 

Lu Ihe case of titrmouy, how- 
ever, CtiVTCa eaUbliahed the alill more 
striking fact, that borvei nearly identical

Dr. Mtckellar, in propoiing the punish- 
ment, said i it matt, I think, appear evi- 
dent to every intelligent, reflecting, and 
nght- hearted* man, that three brethren 
base been proceeding in a pith which, to 
fnr from restoring peace, n calculated to 
inerr-dae th* difficulty and disunion which 
already prevails in the chnrcli, and have 
not taken that courw which will heat tend 
to promote the ftlory of Qod and the good 
of the church of Bcotland. It must be 
manifest to all, (hat the geutlemeu at tlu< 
bar Lara been proceeding in a course of 
conduct which is in direct opputHon loth* 
ligitimnte authority of this bouse, and in 
direct violation of the authority of the 
church. I formerly pointed out tlie 
mistake into which so many are apt to 
jail, in supposing that the view, ex- 
pressed by ihe majority of Ibis bouse 
are not the views uf the chnrch of 
Scotland. This idea lies at the root of 
most of the mistakes which have been com- 
mitted by ministers of this church in re- 
ference i', the denoted niinittera of OtnUh- 
bogic. I mint again repeal, that the 
majority of I Lis house is the Chnrch of 
-Scotland- There is no other legitimate 
mode or arriving at tha mind uf the 
Church of Scotland, in reference to this 
subject, than an appeal to the detrition of 
the majority of this house— there ii no 
other way or showing the will of the 
clmrcfa but by tha majority of Uh: assembly, 
lie continued ; There is, on donht, * de- 
gree of wverity in (hit tentenre, but it it 
iieonury to hold out to the church and to 
the country, that the aisemhiy haa seen 
and must punish the ouVadrn somewhat 
in aoeordanee with the aggravated cha- 
racter of the charge against them, We 
do not wish, however, to hinder tliem from 
discharging their duties at minitten of 
the gospel, except in the chunh court* ; 
hut it ia absolutely nrcessary for the church 
!<> I citify against th* conduct they have 
pursued in opposition! to the injunction* 
ol tlie lupremc court of the church. 

Mr, Barhnm, uf Kelloe, seconded Ihe 
propotitiou, which wat agreed to without 
a vote, Tue minority of the General 
Aatemhty herd the tame opinions as the 
eleven reverend gentlemen deputed, and it 
is not eaty to see why they in particular 
were lutgled out. To be eontiatent, th* 
majority ought to depot* every one of the 
minority, and to that it is not impossible 
thing, may come at hut. Although lb* 
assembly hat now broken np until its next 
annual meeting, a commission, with title- 
gated power,, still exiati. The commit- 
aiuu it to watch over, promote, and advo- 
cate, those view* in ecclesiastical policy 
which the majority of the assembly ha* 
decided upon adopting, aud of which the 
principal are, the abolition of patronage, 
and the acluitve jurisdiction of the church 
in her own spiritual affairs. It, however, 
thej do^not^tueeeed in getting pttronage 

to ntgociale for the nceeptauc* by 
the Church, of a bill founded upon 
th* principles of that introduced last 
session in Ihe limit* of Lurdi by the 
Dolus of Argyle. A similar measure it to 
be brought forward by Mr, Campbell, on 
the lAth of June, in the event of the 
miniatry not introducing a bull which wh, 
prove satisfactory to the dumiaant party 
in tbe kirk. That party arc fully deter- 
mined not to recede one Mej.i front the 
position which they have assumed. The 
Rev. Mr. Cunningham'! motion for the 

Dr. Chtdmer't motion, for the adoption 
of an "overture" on the subject of the 
jurisdiction of the kirk was carried ou 
Tuesday by 241 to lit). The overture 
adopted runs m followa:— "That the 
general assembly declare, that they cannot, 
in fiCKxirdnne* with the word of Qod, the 
authorised and ratified elamlarda uf the 
church, and th* dictate* oflheir consciences, 
intrude ministers on reclaiming crtngrega- 
liona, or cany on the government of 
Christ'* fiiirch, subject to the coercion 
attempted by the Court of Session as shove 
set forth, and that at the risk and liswd 
of suffering lots of the temporal benefit! 
conferred by the state, aud the fit! taut-ages 
of an eitanHshnient, they must, as by 
God'a grace they will, refute to to do i for, 
highly as they estimate the**, they cannot 
nut them in competition with the inalietw- 
btt liberli« of ■ church of Christ, while, 
alike hy their duly and allrgiancc to their 
headend king, and hy theirordinitianiowa 
they are bound to maintain, iiotnitlrstaad. 
inn whatever nf a trouble w pcrsecnlion 
may aria*." 

The amendment proposed by Dr. Cooke, 
the champion of the moderate party, wm 
— " That the law of the church, aa re cog. 
nited Slid sanctioned by the law of tht 
state, bring, that in the caw of a vacancy 
in * pariah, the members nf the oongrega. 
lion, in full oomrounioii with the church, 
may state objections, of whatever kind, to 
a presentee ; that the church courts can 
judicially (lecide on these objection,, and 
can determine whether, under ,11 the cir- 
oun stances of each case, these rircim- 
s ranee i being specifically stated in thi 
record, the presentee should, according In 
lie r solemn conviction uf duty, and on 
their nroral and religious responsibility, be 
unlucted- llicif exist, at present great 
serariiv ajtwuiit the settlement of unaunli- 
fied una unsuitable minister,, wiiilst unple 
opportunitiet are afforded to the office- 
bearers of the church, at member, of the 
different ecclesiastical judieitoriea, to pro- 
pott, in a legal and constitutional maimer, 
any measures which may appear to them 
calculated to increaae thai security." 

The resnlutiaii. or " dtliveranoe," tar 
to by the assembly on the Saturday before 
ilt prorogation, approving uf the report uf 
the non-tntrnaion committee, it one con,, 
tlrraatory of the principles which the for- 
mer condemnation, ia toto, of pntrciuage 
involved. The report snyt, "The only 
real evil which can befal" the church is, 
that she should falter in adherence to her 
fundamental principle I but through the 
mercy of the (felt Head, tlie it now, 
truth", more firmly united in adherence to 
that principle, thau she list ever been at 
anv former period. The principle 
itself it plain ; and the duly of th* cburch, 
in regard to it, it not let* plain." 

Dr. Candlith, in moving the approval 
of thit report, concluded in the following 
terms : Sir, we stand in this assembly for 
the fim lime these many ye*ri ; yet, for 
the tint time thit century, ii(ion a footing 
that will, that must Mirlmaud, th* confi- 
dence nf the Christian people of Scotland, 
tt'e hare lrroadlv protested against patron, 
sjrr. mid declared it to he a grievance i 
we hive resolved to adhere to tlie hide, 
prndanec of th* chnrch ; aud we have 
pledged ourselves to defend the rights of 
unr people, and wo shall luavcstly perform 
what w* haru aaid ; w* nre.not going lo 
" keep the word of promise to Ihn ear and 
break it to thi sense." Sir, we hive taken 
nur stand against th* encroachments of 
thi civil rtHirts j ami is it consistent with 
the noble aitiiti Je in whkh we are placed, 
lo allow mm, whether in oftus or out ot

There 
can he little doubt that no UU, involving 
principles tsu) narsajrttwnw powen such 
u those contended for, will he for a mo- 
ment listened to in Parliament ; and it 
teerr.i too prohahte that the Issue of the 
contest will endanger the whole establish- 
ment.
